The treaty calls for imme- 


diate withdrawal of all Ameri- 
can troops from Vietnam, an 
immediate and total cease fire, 
plus negotiations to obtain the 
release of all American prison- 
ers and guarantee the safety of 
all withdrawing troops.

knees 
and 
he 


wound up flat on his back early 
in the 15th round from another 
crunching hook to the same 
spot. 


Finally, he lost the decision 


in a fight he had predicted 
would be rivaled as a spectacle 
only by the first moonwalk and 
then he had to rush off to a 
hospital for X rays, leaving 
dozens of newsmen to settle for 
a few words from Drew "Bun- 
dini" Brown, one of his han- 
dlers. 


The X rays proved negative 


and Ali, his jaw shut for a 
change with a massive bruise 
but not broken, returned to his 
hotel, took some 
medication 


and went to bed, his dreams of 
a quick return to boxing's pin- 
nacle after a three-year layoff 
ruined. 


But Ah', even in absentia, 


wasn't through predicting. 


"We'll be back," promised 


Brown. "Three years ain't gon- 
na be three years no more. The 
car's been in the garage for 
three years but all the bumps 
and clinks are out now." 


He referred to Ali's lengthy 


absence from the ring while his 
appeal of a five-year jail sen- 
tence for refusing induction into 
the armed forces was argued in 
the courts. 


"The first thing I asked him 


was, 'We ain't through, are 
we?'" Brown told reporters. 
"He said, 'Get 'em ready;

Although Ali's jaw didn't take 


on its lopsided look until he was

The 
first sign that Ali was hurt 
came late in the llth, when 
Frazier belted him into the 
ropes and staggered him. 


"He was on queer street," 


Brown said. "He took three or 
four good blows and if I ever 
prayed, I really prayed then."

self during the early rounds, 
taunting the shorter Frazier by 
keeping him at arm's length 
with first his left hand and then 
his right in the champion's 
face. 


Ali's camp had no quarrel 


with the unanimous decision. 


"I always called Joe Frazier 


a turkey," Brown said, "but 
he's not a turkey. He's no or- 
dinary champion. He's a real 
champ. When we come back 
we're gonna have to take the 
title from a champion." 


In 
the 
final 
analysis, of 


course, there will always be the 
nagging question: Could Ali 
have beaten Frazier Monday 
night if he hadn't been inactive 
for three years? Brown would 
like to think so. 


But he added: 
"Ali never acted like he won. 


I think he was satisfied just not 
being knocked out. But we ain't 
through yet."

Drew "Bundini" Brown, to the 
interview room to face the

stantly chided.

the champ," stormed Frazier,

the only physician who has 
studied this problem care- 
fully in man. His studios 
suggest that the roof of the 
mouth is the best area for 
lasting sour and bitter foods 
while the tongue is best for 
salty or sweet tastes. 


In addition to metal ions 


some of the hormones from 
the small adrenal gland over 
the kidney seem to play a 
role. in taste. In fact, a num. -i 
ber'of diseases affect taste. 


What can you do to get 


help for your taster? Medi- 
cal World News states the 
National Institute of Health 
will provide a kit free to any 
doctor who wants to use 
Henkin's methods. All your 
doctor need do is write to 
Henkin requesting it. When 
he gets the kit he can map

additional court costs to pro- 
vide a fulltime University of 
Arkansas Law School at Little 
Rock. 


— The House approved the

school districts in the next bien- 
nium. 


The cigarette tax bill, in- 


creasing the tax to 17% cents 
per package for an additional 
revenue yield of $10 million a 
year, was brought up for a vote 
by the sponsors with the knowl- 
edge that it might be lacking 
the strength to pass. 


Rep. N. B. "Nap" Murphy of 


Hamburg, a sponsor, said after 
huddling with 
administration 


aides before the vote that he 
wanted to call up the bill for 
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consideration to get a reading 
on House sentiment. 


Before defeating the bill, the 


House rejected an amendment 
by Rep. Walter Day of Blythe- 
ville that would have exempted 
from the tax increase the sales 
of cigarettes with 10 miles of 
the state's borders, if the ad- 
joining state's tax was lower 
than the current Arkansas tax. 
The amendment failed 47-38, 
with 51 votes needed for pass- 
age. 


Day said 
the amendment 


would help discourage Arkan- 
sas residents living near the 
state line from buying their 
cigarettes at lower prices in ad- 
joining states. He said the state 
would lose revenue if the tax is 
raised because of out-of-state 
purchases and bootlegging of 
cigarettes into Arkansas. 


During debate on the bill, 


Rep. Boyce Alford of Pine Bluff 
charged that the state automo- 
bile dealers association 
had 


made a "deal" with Bumpers 
to support the measure if the 
governor withdrew from consid- 
eration the administration pro- 
posal to subject the sale of sec- 
ond-hand goods, such as cars, 
to the sales tax. Murphy, a car 
dealer, denied that such a deal 
had been made. 


Bumpers abandoned the pro- 


posed tax on used property 
sales when he introduced the 
cigarette tax bill as part of a 
revision of his tax package. The 
governor renovated his revenue 
program after making conces- 
sions in his income tax bill, 
which has passed. 


It was reported by legislative 


sources Monday that Bumpers 
may be willing to withdraw his 
bill to reduce the sales tax dis- 
count received by merchants in 
exchange for support for the 
cigarette tax bill. 


The discount bill, lowering 


from 2 to I per cent the dis- 
count merchants receive for 
collecting the sales tax for the 
state, has passed both houses, 
but is pending on reconsidera- 
tion in the House. The House 
also has attached an amend- 
ment opposed by Bumpers that 
would give merchants a tax re- 
duction for bad debts. 


The bill that would provide 


financial aid for the University 
of Arkansas Law School fell one 
vote short of passage, 17-16, in 
the Senate. This was the same 
fate suffered earlier in the Sen- 
ate by an almost identical pro- 
posal. 


It apparently had enough 


sympathizers 
to 
pass, 
but 


did not get their votes. 


One senator thought to be in 


favor of the new bill, Sen. Nick 
Wilson of Pocahontas, was out 
of the chamber when the roll 
was called. Another legislator, 
Sen. George Locke of Hamburg, 
announced to the Senate that he 
thought the measure was a 
good bill, but that he would not 
vote for it because of a com- 
mitment he had made to Sen. 
Morriss Henry of Fayetteville, 
an opponent of the proposal. 


"This may take the hide off 


my back, but I'm going to keep 
my word and vote against the 
bill, but 1 wanted you to know 
I think it's a good bill," Locke 
told the Seriate. 


Northwest Arkansas legisla- 


tors oppose the measure, which 
they see as a move toward 
eventual transfer of the U of A 
l,aw School from Fayetteville 
to Little Hock, where a univer- 
sity night law school already 
exists

Pine Bluff, sponsor of the new 
bill, told the Senate that the 
proposal would have aided the 
Fayetteville 
school as well, 


since it proposed the construc- 
tion of a wing of the Fayette- 
ville school. 


The House voted 82-11 to ap- 


prove the school aid distribu- 
tion formula bill. The proposal 
would freeze the amount of 
minimum foundation aid at the 
current level. The $12-13 million 
in additional funds that Bump- 
ers proposes for public school 
education would be divided 75 
per cent for teacher salaries 
and 25 per cent for operations. 


The additional funds would be 


distribted on the basis of an 
equalization formula that would 
provide that no school district 
would 
receive 
for 
teacher 


raises more than 2Vi times per 
teacher than the district re- 
ceiving the smallest amount of 
aid for teacher raises. The 
funds would be distributed on 
an inverse basis — the poorer 
districts would get more mon- 
ey. 


Operation funds would be dis- 


tributed on a 3 to 1 ratio. 
•• 


The bill is similar to a Sen- 


ate-passed measure except that 
it contains an amendment that 
would give more aid to school 
districts that experience a sud- 
den surge in enrollment. 


The House approved 59-20 a 


bill by Sen. W. D. Moore Jr. of 
El Dorado that would appro- 
priate $340,000 annually to fund 
companion legislation, already 
passed by the General Assem- 
bly, giving workmen's compen- 
sation coverage to school em- 
ployes. 


The House rejected for the 


second time a resolution that 
would designate a waltz written 
by Bill Urfer of Heber Springs 
as the official state waltz. The 
resolution, passed earlier by 
the Senate, was defeated on a 
voice vote. 


Earlier in this session, the 


Senate had approved a resolu- 
tion designating another ver- 
sion of Urfer's waltz as the 
state waltz, but the House re- 
fused to go along with that 
measure, too. 


Some representatives com- 


plained that the first waltz cast 
Arkansas in a negative light. 
Pending in the House is a reso- 
lution designating a waltz writ- 
ten by Luke Jeter of Washing- 
ton County as the state waltz. 


The House refused to agree 


to two Senate amendments to 
the bill exempting from Wel- 
fare Department regulatory au- 
thority child care facilities with 
few than six children that do 
not receive federal or state aid. 


One amendment would have 


exempted church - operated fa- 
cilities. The other would have 
provided that the department's 
authority over child care facili- 
ties would be null and void if 
the department violated the Ad- 
ministrative Procedures Act. 


In other actions Monday, the 


Senate approved arid sent to the 
House bills to: 
—Establish Federal Housing Au- 
thority standards for the instal- 
lation of septic tanks. Sen. Gene 
Rainwater of Fort Smith, spon- 
sor of the bill, said a recent 
Health Department regulation, 
which would be superceded un- 
der provisions of the bill, had 
halted septic tank installations 
because it contained unreason- 
able requirements, including a 
10-foot core sample when septic 
tank drainage is established on 
a depth of only two feet

We are pleased to report that 


the bill, following consideration 
by committee, was given a "do- 
pass." While this does not 
readily assure passage it would 
never have been given due 
consideration without the do- 
pass recommendation. 


The office of public protector 


would be independent of other 
state agencies. His appointment 
would be by committee com* 
posed of the Governor, the 
President Protempore of the 
Senate, The House Speaker, the 
Chief Justice of the State 
Supreme Court and the president 
of the Arkansas Bar Association. 
The appointment to a 4-year 
term would be subject to con- 
firmation by both the Senate and 
the House. 


Under our bill the public 


protector would be impowered to 
investigate, on complaint or on 
his own motion, any 
ad- 


ministrative act of any agency. 


I feel 
there 
are 
many 


justifications for such an office. 
Because we are increasingly an 
urban society the traditional 
areas most sensitive to public 
need have—as has society- 
grown gradually weaker. A 
citizen should be able to contact 
any public official on a city, 
county or state level in regard to 
a complaint or an injustice. 
Because of the Constitutional 
separation of authorities in 
government, one lone legislator 
has little power to protect the 
public beyond asking a political 
favor of the person in authority. 


The public protector would cut 


through this bureaucratic red 
tape and serve as a responsive, 
powerful voice in the best in- 
terests of the people. We have 
seen the Federal Government' 
grow more and more insensitive 
to the very public which supports 
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it. The day that government 
quits serving the people is the 
day that democracy begins to 
fail. 


As in any "new idea" there are 


flaws, but certainly none which 
cannot be corrected through the 
Democratic process. I believe 
that knowing there is a man to 
turn to for help in state govern- 
ment will only serve to make the 
people of Arkansas care about 
their government. And this 
mutual caring is what has made 
America work for 200 years. 


If you agree with me on this I 


would appreciate your support 
by writing me at the House so 
that your letters can be shown to 
my colleagues.
